Mena ce to Ra ilro a d s 
As one makes the ascent of the 
Andes from the Pacific port of Mol- 
lendo, in Peru, following the line 
of 1 he Soutl era Pacific railway, 
the climb to tho divide is broken 
by two g reat steps or wide-spread­ 
ing shelves of desert or pampn. 
On the first of these steps, about 
two hours’ steep climb from 
sea, and at an altitude of from 4,- 
000 to 5,000 feet, are located the 
famous* drifting sand hills of Peru. 
The plateau is here about 20 miles j 
wide, the air thin and dry and no j 
trace of veg etation to be seen, only j 
these 
g ig antic 
crescent-shaped 
sand dunes dotting the pampn as 
far as the eye can see. 
Composed 
of fine 
g ray crystal 
Kami, they j 
g leayi white ag ainst the brown of j 
the desert, and their horns point 
toward the prevailing south wind 
of this reg ion. 
They are fr *.n 15 
to 25 or even 20 feet hig h, 20 feet 
in breadth across the thick part of 
the crescent and sometimes PK) I 
feet from horn to horn. 
¿>0 tig htly I 
is the sand packed that the feet of 
the horses or mules make little ira 
pression on it. 
These sand hills, called monn- 
nos, travel with almost impercept­ 
ible 
slowness, 
and 
when 
they 
threaten the railway track 
they 
can sometimes ho diverted by pil­ 
ing up blocks of stone in their 
paths, otherwise the railway bed 
has to be altered to g o around 
them. 
An analysis of the soil of

A Terrible Punish ment 
W h en Judge F red Brennan of F lint sentenced 
Adolph Hotelling to life imprisonment for th e m ur­ 
der of little D oroth y Sch neider, h e expressed regret 
that Mich igan did not provide capital punish m ent 
fo r such cases. 
Th e judge’s rem ark probably co-incides with th e 
viewpoint of a large number of citizens. Th ere is a 
feeling, in m any minds, th at Hotelling is getting off 
ra th e r easy; th a t h e is escaping with a com para­ 
tively ligh t punish ment. 
Th is m ay be th e case. Certainly th e electric ch air 
is no sugar-coated pill for any culprit. And yet, as 
we consider th e life th at faces Adolph Hotelling, we 
are inclined to wonder wh eth er, in reality, h e is es­ 
caping anyth ing. 
Hotelling is still a middle-aged man. He can ex­ 
pect to live for a num ber of years yet. It is certain 
th a t no governor or parole board will release h im. 
Th e years th a t rem ain to h im will assuredly be 
spent in confinement. 
Furth erm ore, h e is a man of some intelligence— a 
religious m an, a m an wh o, since h e w as a ch urch 
leader, m ust h ave been given more or less to con­ 
tem plation and introspection. 
Th ink of th e long 
h ours th at aw ait th at man, alone in h is cell w ith h is 
th ough ts . 
Would you enjoy th e th ough ts th at are going to 
be h is daily companions during th e rest of h is life ? 
Th e crime th a t h e committed sh ocked th e nation, 
inexpressibly; be sure th at, during th e next few 
month s, it will come h ome to h im in all its h ideous 
reality. Th ere will be long nigh ts, wh en th e prison 
is silent and th e cell Is dark, wh en sleep will not 
come—wh en all th a t a lonely convict can do will 
be to lie on h is cot and th ink of w h at h e h as done. 
Remorse can be a torturer more cruel th an any 
m ach ine m an h as ever invented. It th rives best in 
lonely cells, and it grows, steadily and inexorably, 
year after year. Assuredly, Adolph Hotelling h as no 
enviable life ah ead of h im. 
Th is is no brief against capital punish m ent. We 
are not trying to say th at life im prisonm ent is a 
m ore satiisfactory penalty th an electrocution. 
Th e point we are trying to make is th a t th is Mich ­ 
igan m urderer will be terribly punish ed.

With the highway s more or less 
H E N disaster comes to any impassable and the railroads put 
part oi the country , the 
first need is for communi­ 
cations. 
F irst of all, hu- 
m an lives m ust be saved. 
Aid m ust be sum moned from dis­ 
ta nt points. 
Supplies and relief 
forces m ust be assembled and di­ 
rected. 
The anxiety of friends and 
relatives outside the stricken area 
must be relieved. 
The primary 
need is for hat e. 
Communication 
facilities are taxed to the utmost, 
even if they are partly destroy ed 
or disabled 
In such an emergency 
the telephone Is the first means of 
contact with the world outside. 
It was on Friday , November 4 
last, th a t the country first realized 
.th a t a disaster had fallen upon New 
.England. 
Heavy rains in Vermont, 
jNew H am pshire and Massachusetts 
a t first had excited no unusual 
¡comment, but suddenly it appeared 
as if every w ater course had be­ 
come a roaring, raging monster. In 
thirty -six hours, six to nine inches 
of rain had fallen over 10.000 or 
15,000 square miles, or more than 
half a cubic foot of water on every 
square foot of land. 
In Vermont 
alone nine million tons of water 
fell during those thirty -six hours. 
| 
A 
thousand 
bridges 
were 
de­ 
stroy ed. Road-beds became gulley s. 
Dams broke, and peaceful, quiet 
village 
streets resembled 
battle­ 
fields wrecked by shell fire. 
The 
[valley s of the Connecticut, Winoo­ 
s k i, W hite, Lamoille, Passumpsic 
and Black rivers were completely 
inundated. 
Large towns and great 
cities were threatened. 
Railroads were soon put out of 
commission throughout Vermont. 
!ln northern New Hampshire and 
in W estern Massachusetts. 
High­ 
way 
traffic 
became 
impossible. 
Telephone facilities were put to 
their severest test. The equivalent 
of 100 miles of pole line was wiped 
out and a num ber of telephone cen 
tra l offices had to be abandoned. At 
one time only three Vermont cen­ 
tral offices could reach the outside 
world—two 
of 
them 
through 
a 


out of commission for day s and. in 
some cases, for weeks, the m atter 
of 
telephone 
communication 
be­ 
came of the utmost importance. 
This work of restoration began al­ 
most immediately after the first 
notice of high water was received. 


The Work of Restoration 


It may not mean much to the 
casual reader to say that 450 toll 
circuits were broken by the flood 
and 'that inside of exactly one 
week from the date of the first 
break, every telephone office in 
Vermont that, was a part of the 
Bell Sy stem had been reconnected 
by toll circuits, but it m eant a 
great deal to the beleaguered in­ 
habitants 
of 
the 
various 
cities, 
towns 
and 
villages 
and 
spoke 
volumes for the Herculean efforts 
made by the telephone plant force. 
In most places there was little or 
no adequate supply of m aterials 
for reconstruction work. 
It re ­ 
quired day s to reach even centrally 
located points. The plant men had 
to carry their materials on their 
backs over the mountains where 
„trucks could not travel. 
They car­ 
ried coils of wire hung over their 
shoulders. 
Supplies were requisi­ 
tioned from Lake Placid and other 
points in the Adirondack« and in 
New York State and were tra ns­ 
ported across Lake Champlain and 
thence into the stricken area. Tele­ 
phone trucks were on the road al­ 
most continuously for more than a 
week, carry ing covered wire, cop­ 
per wire, digging sets and other 
material. 
In several cases it was impossi­ 
ble to string enough newr wires to 
meet the demands in the restora­ 
tion 
of 
telephone 
service. 
By 
utilizing a new marvel in telephony 
known to the inner circle as the 
“carrier sy stem,” telephoning facili­ 
ties were established w ithout ad­ 
ditional wire. 
The necessary ap­ 
paratus for this giving of additional 
telephone service without string­ 
ing more wires was rushed into 
cable across a Connecticut river New 
England 
and 
installed 
be- 
bridge that was five feet under tween Woodsville and Montpelier, 
water. 
;..... 
j between Concord and White River, 


between Springfield and Pittsfield, 
and several other points. ' 
As soon as the plant forces had 
succeeded in restoring the broken 
lines of communication, the traffic 
or operating forces were placed 
under tremendous pressure. Many 
Inward calls wrcre handled, but it 
was the outward calls which repre­ 
sented 
the 
pressing 
needs 
of 
scores 
of 
communities 
for 
the 
necessities of life. 
At first when 
there were only a few circuits 
available the only calls perm itted 
were public emergency calls and 
those for the Red Cross and the 
like, but after new lines were con­ 
nected it became possible to let 
the outside world know of the safe­ 
ty of friends and relatives and also 
just what supplies were needed. All 
available operators were working 
at the ewitchboads hour after hour, 
hardly taking time to eat. 
How 
they got to their places is a story 
in itself, hut they finally reached 
the telephone offices and every 
toll center available began w ork­ 
ing at fever pitch. 


Some Notable Deeds 


Many notable deeds were per­ 
formed during those hectic day s. 
One of the heroes of the flood was 
Patrick B. McCormick, agent of the 
New England Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Company at Becket, Mass., 
for sixteen y ears. Endangering his 
own life in order that the people 
of Becket m ight be saved, he wait­ 
ed at the switchboard for word to 
come of the breaking of the dam, 
and when the word did come, he 
stuck to his post, warning people 
to fl« e for their lives, until the 
water wras three feet deep and the 
switchboard went out of service. 
“I’m not a hero,” said Pat, after 
he had saved inhabitants of the 
town and sent the first news of 
the disaster to the outsido world, 
despite the fact th at he was the 
only human being left in the village 
after the dam broke. 
At Curamington, Mass,, the birth­ 
place of W illiam Cullen Bry ant, 
Mrs. John T. Lacey remained alone 
at the switchboard while most of 
the members of the village strug­ 
gle ^ frantically to strengthen the 


dam. 
“How far are y ou from the] 
dam?” she was asked over the long 
distance wires. “About forty feet,” 
came back the reply : “If the dam 
collapses will the building y ou are 
in be in the path of the flood?” 
“Yes,” was the laconic reply . 
Seven families were isolated on 
a hilltop a t Morrisville, V t, and 
were unable to reach “shore.” The 
flood was rising rapidly when their 
rescue 
was 
effected 
by 
George ] 
Bugbee and his crew of telephone 
linemen. 
A baseball with a string 
wrapped around it was tossed to 
tho hilltop, 300 feet away . 
To the 
string was attached a wire, then. 
In turn, a hoaVier one which wa* 
attached firmly to a tree. 
A boat­ 
swain’s chair was dragged over and 
eventually all were rescued, includ­ 
ing one sick person. 
About an 
hour later the entire hilltop w a s . 
under water. 
There were m any other dramatic 
incidents. 
At

As one makes Hie ascent of the 
Andes from the Pacific port of Mob 
leo do, in Peru, following the line I 
of the Sout! em Pacific railway, { 
the climb to the divide is broken 
by two great steps or wide-spread­ 
ing shelves of desert or pampa. 
On the first of these steps, about 
two h o u rs ’ steep climb from the 
sen, and at an altitude of from 4.- 
000 to 5,000 feet, are located the 
famous* drifting sand hills of Peru. 
The plateau is hero about 20 miles 
wide, the air thin and dry and no 
trace of vegetation to bo seen, only 
these 
gigantic 
crescent-shaped 
sand dunes dotting the pampa as 
far as the eye can see. 
Composed 
of tine gray crystal frond, they 
gleam white against the brown of 
the desert, and their horn1; point 
toward the prevailing south wind 
of this region. 
They are fr*.n lo 
to 2d or even 20 feet high, 20 feet 
in breadth across the thick part of 
the crescent and sometimes IOO 
feet from horn to horn. So tightly 
Is the sand packed that the feet of 
the horses br mules make little im 
press ion en it. 
These sand hills, called menn- 
nos, travel with almost impercept­ 
ible 
slowness, 
and 
when 
they 
threaten the railway track they 
can sometimes be diverted by pil­ 
ing up blocks of stone in their 
paths, otherwise the railway bed 
has to be altered to go around 
them. 
An analysis of tile soli of 
this region shows that it would be 
very fertile if Irrigated from the 
available snow field of the Andes, 
so that it Is possible there will 
come a day 
when iis desolate 
sand dunes will cense to be.

At the moment when the 
mud wall of the irrigation canal Is 
cut through, and tho water is al­ 
lowed to flow into the first garden, 
the councilor carefully places the 
perforated bowl, which Is the prop­ 
erty of the village council, and 
which, therefore, is the legal meas­ 
ure, upon the water in the pail 
and watches carefully for It to 
sink, which it will do, perhaps, in 
15 minutes. 
Thus each landowner 
entitled, as the case may be, to 
three, four, six or eight sinkings of 
the copper howl. 
As the time approaches when 
tho flow of water into a garden is 
to cease a neighbor will shout to 
an assistant in his garden to he 
ready to cut an inlet into his land 
as soon as Hie bowl has sunk for 
the last time.

A Terrible Punishment 
W hen Judge F red Brennan of Flint sentenced 
Adolph Hotelling to life imprisonment for the m u r­ 
der of little D orothy Schneider, he expressed reg ret 
th a t Michigan did not provide capital punishm ent 
for such cases. 
Tile judge’s rem ark probably co-incides with the 
viewpoint of a large num ber of citizens. There is a 
feeling, in m an y minds, th at Hotelling is g ettin g off 
ra th e r easy; th a t he is escaping with a co m para­ 
tively light punishment. 
This m ay be the case. Certainly the electric chair 
is no sugar-coated pill for any culprit. And yet, as 
we consider the life that faces Adolph Hotelling, we 
are inclined to wonder whether, in reality, he is es­ 
caping anything. 
Hotelling is still a middle-aged man. He can ex­ 
pect to live for a num ber of years yet. It is certain 
th a t no governor or parole board will release him. 
The years th a t rem ain to him will assuredly be 
spent in confinement. 
F urtherm ore, be is a man of some intelligence— a 
religious man, a m an who, since he was a church 
leader, m ust have been given more or less to con­ 
tem plation and introspection. 
Think of the long 
hours th a t aw ait that man, alone in his cell with his 
tho ug hts , 
W ould you enjoy the thoughts that are going to 
be his daily companions during the rest of his life?

There will b<l long nights, when the prison 
is silent and the cell Is dark, when sleep will not 
come—when all th a t a lonely convict can do will 
be to lie on his cot and think of what he has done. 
Remorse can be a torturer more cruel than any 
m achine m an has ever invented. It thrives best in 
lonely cells, and it grows, steadily and inexorably, 
y e ar a fter year. Assuredly, Adolph Hotelling h as no 
enviable life ahead of him. 
This is no brief against capital punishm ent. We 
are not trying to say that life im prisonm ent is a 
m ore s a tis fa c to ry penalty than electrocution. 
The point we are trying to make is th at this M ich­ 
igan m urderer will be terribly punished.

Destruction Through New England Cities and Towns 


MARKET REPORTS 


By JOHN B. O'BRIEN 
MKN disaster comes to any 
part. of the country, the 
first need Is tor communi­ 
cations. 
First of all, hi! 
man lives must be saved 
Aid must be summoned from dis 
taut points. 
Supplies and relief 
forces must be assembled and di 
reded. The anxiety of friends and 
relatives outside the stricken area 
most be relieved. 
The prim ary 
need is for hat Ie. 
Communication 
facilities are taxed to the utmost, 
even if they are partly destroyed 
or disabled 
In such an emergency 
the telephone Is the first means of 
Contact with the world outside. 
It was on Friday, November 4 
last, that the country first realized 
(that a disaster had fallen upon New 
England. Heavy rains in Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
at first had excited no unusual 
comment, but suddenly it appeared 
as if every water course had be­ 
come a roaring, raging monster. In 
'thirty-six hours, six to nine inches 
Of rain had fallen over 10.000 or 
15,000 square miles, or more than 
half a cubic foot of water on every 
square foot of land. 
In Vermont 
alone nine million tons of water 
fell during those thirty-six hours. 
I 
A thousand bridges were de­ 
stroyed. Road-beds became gulleys. 
Dams broke, and peaceful, quiet 
village streets resembled battle­ 
fields wrecked by shell fire. 
The 
!valleys of the Connecticut, Winoo­ 
sk i, White, Lamoille, Passumpsic 
and Black rivers were completely 
Inundated. Large to-wns and great 
cities were threatened. 
Railroads were soon put out of 
commission throughout Vermont. 
Un northern New Hampshire and 
in Western Massachusetts. 
High­ 
way 
traffic 
became 
impossible. 
Telephone facilities were put to 
their severest test. The equivalent 
of IOO miles of pole line was wiped 
'out and a number of telephone cen 
teal offices had to be abandoned. At 
one time only three Vermont cen­ 
tral offices could reach the outside 
world—two of them through a 
cable across a Connecticut river 
bridge that was five feet under 
water.

impassable and the railroads put 
out of commission for days and. in 
some cases, for weeks, the matter 
of telephone communication be­ 
came of the utmost importance. 
This work of restoration began a1 
most immediately after the first 
notice of high whaler was received. 


The Work of Restoration 


It may not mean much to the 
casual reader to say that 450 toll 
circuits were broken by the flood 
and 'that inside of exactly one 
week from the date of the first 
break, every telephone office in 
Vermont that was a part of the 
Bell System had been reconnected 
by toll circuits, but it meant a 
great deal to the beleaguered in­ 
habitants 
of the various cities, 
towns 
and 
villages 
and 
spoke 
volumes for the Herculean efforts 
made by the telephone plant force. 
In most places there was little or 
no adequate supply of materials 
for reconstruction work. 
It re­ 
quired days to reach even centrally 
located points. The plant men had 
to carry their materials on their 
backs over the mountains where 
trucks could not travel. They car­ 
ried coils of wire hung over their 
shoulders. 
Supplies were requisi­ 
tioned from Lake Placid and other 
poiuts in the Adirondacks and in 
New York State and were trans­ 
ported across Lake Champlain and 
thence into tho stricken area. Tele­ 
phone trucks were on tho road al­ 
most continuously for more than a 
wreek, carrying covered wire, cop­ 
per wire, digging sets and other 
material. 
In several cases it "was impossi­ 
ble to string enough new wires to 
meet the demands in the restora­ 
tion 
of 
telephone 
service. 
By 
utilizing a new marvel in telephony 
known to the inner circle as the 
"carrier system,” telephoning facili­ 
ties were established without ad­ 
ditional wire. 
The necessary ap­ 
paratus for this giving of additional 
telephone service without string­ 
ing more wires was rushed into 
New England and 
installed be­ 
tween Woodsville and Montpelier, 
between Concord and White River, 


and several other points. 
As soon as the plant forces had 
succeeded in restoring the broken 
lines of communication, the traffic 
or operating forces w'ere placed 
under tremendous pressure. Many 
inward calls were handled, but it 
was the outward calls which repre­ 
sented 
the 
pressing 
needs 
of 
scores 
of 
communities 
for the 
necessities of life. 
At first when 
there were only a few circuits 
available the only calls permitted 
were public emergency calls and 
those for the Red Cross and the 
like, but after new lines were con­ 
nected it became possible to let 
the outside world know of the safe­ 
ty of friends and relatives and also 
just what supplies were needed. All 
available operators were working 
at the switchboads bour after hour, 
hardly taking time to eat. 
How 
they got to their places is a story 
in Itself, but they finally reached 
the telephone offices and every 
toll center available began work­ 
ing at fever pitch. 


Some Notable Deeds 


Many notable deeds were per­ 
formed during those hectic days. 
One of the heroes of the flood was 
Patrick B. McCormick, agent of the 
New England Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Company at Becket, Mass., 
for sixteen years. Endangering his 
own life in order that the people 
of Becket might be saved, he wait­ 
ed at the switchboard for word to 
come of the breaking of the dam, 
and when the word did come, he 
stuck to his post, warning people 
to flee for their lives, until the 
water was three feet deep and the 
switchboard went out of service. 
"I’m not a hero,” said Pat, after 
he had saved inhabitants of the 
town and sent the first news of 
the disaster to the outside world, 
despite the fact that he was the 
only human being left in the village 
after the dam broke. 
At Cummington, Mass,, the birth­ 
place of William Cullen Bryant, 
Mrs. John T. Lacey remained alone 
at the switchboard while most of 
the members of the village strug­ 
gled frantically to strengthen the 


clam. 
"How far are you from the 
dam?” she was asked over the long 
distance wires. "About forty feet,” 
came back the reply: ‘‘If the dam 
collapses will the building you are 
in be in the path of the flood?”. 
“Yes,” was the laconic reply. 
Seven families were isolated on ' 
a hilltop at Morrisville, V t, and 
were unable to reach "shore.” The 
flood was rising rapidly when their 
rescue 
was effected by George , 
Bugbeo and his crew of telephone 
linemen. A baseball with a string 
wrapped around it was tossed to 
tho hilltop, 300 feet away. 
To the ' 
string was attached a wire, then, 
in turn, a heavier one which wa* 
attached firmly to a tree. 
A boat­ 
swain's chair was dragged over and 
eventually all were rescued, includ­ 
ing one sick person. 
About an 
hour later the entire hilltop was 
under water. 
There were many other dramatic 
incidents. 
At 
Montpelier, 
the, 
capital of Vermont, seventy ten­ 
ants in adjoining blocks found a 
haven in the telephone building 
by way of the roof skylight. 
At 
Rutland, fortunately some Fourth 
of July skyrockets had been left 
over from the last celebration. 
These 
were used 
by 
telephone 
linemen to span the water fit the 
site of the ruined Door Bridge and. 
bring telephone communication to 
the residents of that locality, the* 
current having proved too deej^ 
and too swift for crossing by ordi­ 
nary means, while boats could not 
breast the stream and the spa* 
was too wide for a hand-thrown, 
line. 
These are but a few of the many* 
valiant deeds that were performed 
in Vermont, in New Hampshire, in 
Western 
Massachusetts 
and 
in 
Connecticut, but they will suffice 
to show the courage, the ingenuity^ 
and the devotion to public service 
on the part of the meri and women 
engaged in furnishing telephone5 
facilities to this large area. 
Itj 
was a remarkable performance of 
furnishing service under the ut­ 
most difficulties, and but for the, 
rapid restoration of the lines of 
communications, 
the 
hardships 
which were suffered would have 
been greatly intensified.

But Professor Albertottl whose 
authority in this matter is unchal­ 
lenged, is of the opinion that the 
glory of first making spectacles 
must be attributed to Venice, the 
home of glass and pure crystal. 
From the codex of the “Capitular! 
delhi Art!” of the state of Venice, | 
dated 1201, It is found that severe 
penalties were applied to dishonest 
Spectacle makers who used simple 
glass instead of pure crystal. 
Another document proving the 
antiquity of spectacles Is a portrait 
of 
Cardinal 
Hugh 
of 
Province 
painted by Thomas of Modena, In 
the chapel of St. Nicholas at Tre­ 
viso, in which the cardinal Is rep­ 
resented 
as 
wearing spectacles. 
The minister of education, Signor 
Fedele, also lent a rare picture by 
the Umbrian painter, IIccolo Afun- 
no, representing the Virgin and 
Child with St. Jerome, who Is read­ 
ing a hook with a large pair of 
spectacles across his nose.
